THE LIBRARY QUESTION,

The Social Aspects of the Rush Bequest.
To the Bditor of the Bepning Telamaph. P

I suppose those of your vemdors who havk no wpe-
€lal interest in the Poiladelphin Lihrary are getting
Prefy tirod of the discussions in your columns and
those of the other nowspapets in thls ¢ity on the
Rush question, and are glad that thero are only two
or ihree days left for the purpose. There I8, how-
ever, one aspect of the subject
eommnnity I8 Interested, on which 1 beg leave to
touch brieny,

The Philsdelphia Library was founded by Frank-
In as & Jending or cirealating lbrary—an ankoown
thing at that time, though now, of course, quite
eommon. lle saw that while publie libraries, as
then conducted, were useful to professional or amn-
teurstudents who could sperd whole days within
their learned preoinets, o the mass, and especially
to the young, the buey, and the inflrm, they were
practically closed. JThe iden was, and for more
than a century it his been falthfully earrled out,
to have & collection of asefal and attrnctive books
which ¢ould be taken to the counting-honse, the
workshop, or the home, and reéad in the lntervals of
labor or the perlods of rest, ‘Chat 8 vas: begeit has
been thug eonferrad on our ¢ty there ean e no
donbt, I 1t has ereated for us no eminent scholam,
It has dimised among the peopie ot large an amount
of goneral knowledge, and ao acqualntance with cur-
rent literature and selenoe, nnequalied, 1 belleve, in
any other community. And how mach incldental
good it has quietly done | How manyvoung men and
womon hins the home use of the library Kept from
1the heunts of dissipption anid vice!  For howjmany
of the sick mad aged bas the enforced -sedlusion o
the chamber been relleved and brightened hy its
checrinl Hternture : How many o there solitade and
griel have feum! compaulonship and consolution
during *“slow, sad hours” of the night In 18 graver
books, For ith sllent lelp in all these seveml wiys
to mysell, and others deéar to e, I for one, can
fever be too grateful ; and the day wideh will see

To choose wisely [or sich varield purposes, and to
satisry such different (astes a5 [ have sbove alluded
to, is o matter whichirequires the exerclée of i con-
solentions sud carefa) judgmens on the part of the
\brarinn and directors.  They feel, 1 balleve, that ng
thielr shelves are open 1o all, thay onght not to per«
mit in their collecrion works that parents would not
desire in the bands of thelr sons or daughters. Not
that there has beon any wish to exclude books from
mere seotarian or |1mlhuh motives, bhut the directors
have acted on an honest desive to deserve the con-
fidence reposed in them by the shareholders, even
whose prejudioes they are bound 1o respect,

Now 1 find, on resding Dr, Rush's will, that the
Hbrary he wisties to endow departs very mnch from
the charpeteristios of our own. Among the condi-
tiona on which we are to take the devise, and the
non-obgervance of which by ns would create a for-
feiture, I find some of importance in this respect,
He directs tlie rejection of “ephieme: al blographies,
novels, and works of fictlon or amuspment, News.
papers or periodicals, which form 8o Inpige s part of
the current Higpature of the day” fr. 18 of will) ; and
In another plade (p. 99, “‘every-day novels, mind-
tuinting reviews, controversial polaics, seribblings of
poetry and prose, blographies of unknown names,
nor for those toachers of sjointed thinking, the
dally newspapers,” 1 fear this wonld drive away, (f
acted on, most of our young reiders, and many of
the older ones, 100, On the other band, he says (o,
13 :;—""1 do not wish that any work should be egx-
cluded from the library on account of its difference
from the ordinary or conventiona! opinlons on the
subjects of solence, government, theology, morals,
or medicine, provided It contalnd peither ribaldry
nor Indecency.”

Yet I fear that pavents_may think that a good deal
of harm may be instilled into thelr ehildren’s mind
without the actoal use of “ribuldry or 1mdeccnev,'
Prussic acid 8, 1 belleve, much more agreeable to
the taste and smell than gassafaaditg, yes it 18 not
the less dangerous to leave abont, As I olserve on
the list of sharcholders the naue of the Sunday-
School Unlon, and of several churches, 1 hardly
hardly think this will be agroeable to them either,

If it 18 ¢lear that vhe lbrary 10 De bought with Dr,
Rush's money cun be lawlilly kept sepoarate from
our own, in a geparate ballding, of conrse I should
see no objection to our library company acting as its
mere custodinn, 18 location will be such a4 to put
itont of the reach of harm to our young readers,
and to mere students a little more or less free think-
ing and lberality of ethics will not be of Importance.
But If the two colléctions are to be ruy into one, and
boys and jgirls are to be allowed to range at will over
the latitudinarian aggregate, [ do most certaisly
object, both as a shareholder and us A CITiseN

he stocknholders of the Library Company of Pil-
ladelphila are required, on the 19th of Lo
vote on certain resolutions proposed at & meéeting of
stockholders hoid on the 6th instant,

We beyg to eall your attention to what we deem the
material questions. Every one rocoguizes the m-
portance of an adeguate bunlding for the Ubrary, and
also of an endowment for the purchase of Looks,
especially those of the character recommended by
Dr. Rush,

11 this company shall fail to accept the provisions
of the will, the only consequence will be that a
pailding will be erécted, endowed, and administered
by persons not constituting the directora of our com-
pany. Every one will have the same use of the
bullding wnd books that he can have I this company
accepla the trust, And uvuless we are prepared (o
remove our whole collection to Browd and Christisn
streets, we con percelve no one wotlve for an accep-
tance, )

For we must gtill malnptain two cstablishmenta;
onc ot which onr members can resort, and the other
48 3 receptiadle for bouks not iotended for ordinary
use, to be Kept al the new bullding, which is to be
in a remote place sultable for students 1o retire to,
but 8o entirely outof the range of cominon people,
as to practically destroy such use of 5 a8 we liave
been aceustomaed o,

The reqsolutions numbers 1, 2, 5, do appear to imply
that our acceptance 18 conditional on our retention
of the liberty to maintain a lbrary at another and
convenient place,

But when it was proposed to vary these so far as
te make that 4n express condillon of acceptance, it
was not agreed to, nud we therefore call-your aiten«
tion to the Mifth resolution, aud ask youo to vote for
that, if you decm ihe rigiit to select & jocation dis-
tines from Broud and Christisn for auy purpeses lin-
portant, and you shoultd tuink it desirable 1o pecept
the trust, before required te do so under the diroc-
tions ol the will,

We call attention to the fact, which no ope will
dlspute, that our vight to maintala & soparate
building, after aceeptagee, caubol dy Wl on the
assent of the executor, but on the meaning of the
will, He has no power gither 1o lmpose or releasy
the obligations there delined,

"There are other considerations we dedm most
weighty in determining wheinor 1o accept this
trust pmow, The will gives to the executor the nlso-
lute right to select the location and to constrael the
budlding, sl this discretion hias been exerclsod by
selecting Broad sud Christian strects od the wmoef
suitable spol (u the city for the purpose.

We are of opinton that the time for the Library
Company to accept the devise under the will of Dr,
Jumes Hush  has not arrived. Untl the executor
shall have completed a bullding, and tendered a con-
yeyance, the company could dono more than to
agree to accept at a future time; and we think such
an agreement shauld not be made untidl the roal
position of the aifalr, and the plans of the executor,
are betier ascertained, and the couscquences con-
sldered,

Wo think, therefore, that it s expedient to post-
pone, for the present at least, any action by the coms-
pany in reference to the will, othor than the ohsary-
ance of those provistons which they are required (o
observe to gvold digabling themselves from accept-
ing in accordance with the terms of the will.

Fo the Bditoy of the Evening 1elegraph.,

In the recéntly-issued cireular, signed hy five gen-
tiemen who are in fovor of accepting the elephant
bequeathed to the library by Dr. James Ruosh, the
objection that “books might be Introdneed of quoes-
tlonnbie morality” i8 pronounced *“an Impginative
danger,” probably meaning an imaginary dangoer,
for, as dangers are not possessed of lmaginations,
they cannot be imaginative, And why I8 itan imn-
glnary danger? Because “no books can be placed on
our shielves, except by the consent and with the ap-
probation of the directors, the high social and
moral charaeter of these pentlemenis a guarantee
agalnst such an imaginative danger.”

The high respectabllity of the present divectors is

freely copeeded, and 1L 18 to be hoped that thelr sue-
cegsors to the end of time will be equally worthy;
but the guestion is pot ope of respectalbility but of
wwer, In the frst codicil to the will, Dr. James
tugh lays down a nomber of “conditions, restrie-
tlons, and ddreetions, under and sibieotl to which the
bequest is to be accepted, Il accepted at all, and this
18 one of them ;—

“Rfth. 1 do not wish that any work should be ex-
cluded from the libhrary on account of (ts ditference
from the ordinfiry or conventionul oplions on the
gubjects of gclence, government, theology, morals,
or medicine, providing It contains neither ribaldry
ner Indevency,”

Whether this be a condition or a direction, it de-
prives the directors of all power to exclnde Irrelt
fuollﬁ and Immoral books from the shelves of the

ibrary. AS far us the declsion of such an admission

{8 concerned, exvept as to the predence of ribaldry
or indecency In the hooks presented, they would be
powerless, Ten or twelve wax-fignres borrowed
Irom Barnum would have as much eentrol over sach
a question.

'he directors in the past have also been of high
social pogition, and yet that has not prevented the
Introslon of Luproper books, Some of the vilest
nowels in the French langunge were in the Hbrary a
few yeurs ago. I do not name them, but it 1S no
secret that many of Madame Dudevant's works are
highly immoral. One of the worst was among the
new books four or five yeards ago. The directors
have their own husinggs to attend to, and they gerve
without pay. It cannot be expected that they should
know in advance the character of the many hundreds
of books added yvearly to the library. W. D

The President and his party left Frederiek
this morning, :u'c‘mnp:mif-tII by Marshal Golds-
boro, Dr. 8chley, Colonel Vernon, Colonel Trail,
und others, ineluding several ladies, for the
Antietnm battlefield. They travelled over the
mountaing in carringes, On the way Secretary
of the Interlor Cox and Colonel Yoeruon pointed
out the several scenes of conflict in which they
were both engaged, the South Mountaln belng
of pecnilnr interest to the President and General
Sherman, who made many inguirles concerning
the hostilities at that point.

tiencral Sherman, with several other gentle-
men, hastily passed over a portion of the ground
on oot while the horses were resting.  Secore-.
tury Cox was a Genernl in the Army of the Po
tomae, and assomed command of the Nioth
Corps after Generul Reno was Killed ot South
Mountain,

At Middletown, a large erawd surronnded the
opan carrlage of the President, greeting him
with cheers, and not forgetting General 8herman
in theiracelaim of welvome, A reception equally
enthusiastie was given ot Boongboro, and alsont
Keedysville.

The party arrlved at Antletam Cemotery st
half-past 2 o'clock, having teavelled a distancs
of about twenty miles in earriages, Judge
Welsell, of Hugerstown, recelved the Prostdent
in a brief address, In which he spoke of the
eminent services the President had rendered to
the conntry, and coneluded his speech by saving
he had been instructed by the citlzens of Hacers-
town (o invite the President and party to visit
that seat of the county.

The President returned his thanks, and said
he bhad been highly gpratitied by his visit o
Western Muaryland, but as they had to take thoe
ciare at half-past 3 o'clock they would not have
time to visit Hagerstown., Geveral Sherman,
Secretary Cox, nnd Postimaster-General Creswell
were then severally introduced to the crowil.
Clicers were given for the President and General
Sherman. number of ladies and children
crowded into the presence of these gentlemen
and engnged in hand-shaking, which evidently
aftorded them much pleasure.

After a survey of the grounds the party re-
entered their carriages on their returnto Keodys-
ville, when cheers were spontaneously givon for
the President and Generals Sherman and Cox,
A specinl team was in wailing at Keedysville,
several miles from the ecenetery, and this
brought the party direct to Washington, whore
they arrived at nine o’clock to-night. The peo-
de of Frederick and elsewhere in Western
Maryland profusely extended their hospitalitics,
and the party express thelr pleasure at the
nanner of wheir reception.
